Between Clubs, Referees, and 
Players. 


I dare way that all of us at 
some time or another have said 
things which it would have been 
far better had we leit them un- 
said, and many of us have written 
things thoughtlessly and innocent- 
ly that it would have been far 
better had we refrained from put- 
ting pen to paper. Let not the 
ahove sentence ever deter us from 
doing right for fear of what peo- 
ple may say; but two matters re- 
cently have given me some con- 
cern, and lest they may become 
a habit to those at fault, or an 
example to others to copy, let 
us hear and now diseuss them 
plainly yet fearlessly. 

It is a growing practice tor 
referees to write to clubs con- 
plimenting players on their fine 
sporting conduet; and IT hear that 
at least one club has in the past 
written to a referee compliment- 
ing him on the excellent way in 
which he refereed the game, Nei- 
ther practice is to be conimended, 
but condemned. If teams play in 
accordance with the laws of the 
game they do what is expected of 
them. If they restrain their tem- 
pers they show us they have learnt 
one of the first lessons the game 
teaches them. If a referee con- 
duets a game splendidly he has 
done his duty well and been. very 
fortunate. If he wants bouquets 
throwing at him we must be pre- 
pared when he fails to do wall to 
receive brickbats. 

What is the Meaning? 

But what is the meaning of this 
“vou-stroke-me -and - I'll - stroke- 
you” business? If teams do not 
play the game and give the re- 
feree a lot of unnecessary trouble, 
does any referee ever think of 
writing to the clubs to complain 
of the conduct of the players. If 
it is the right thing to send com- 
pliments, it must be right to send 
complaints. Let me, however, 
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warn referees and clubs that the 
public view this back-seratching 
pusiness as prompted by sinister 
motives. They wonder what it 
menns and what is behind it, and 
men form their own opinions; 


Bnd, putting it blankly, they see 
Hy) it & thin cloak over fishing for 


yompliments or jobs on the part 
pf the referee and for favors by 
he club. 

Idolatry. 

li is the greatest misfortune 
ior spectators to idolise one par- 
Hienlar player. If one is made a 
gpocial favorite, what of the oth- 

s? I never take the slightest 
jotice of the tables published 
from time to time of the principal 
wal-scorers, Every game we find 
stlier players make the opening, 
mi the final touch is made easy 
or the seoring player, Three 
Hmes out of four if the player 
who scored had failed he ought 
iy have been called on to forfeit 
is wages. After almost every 
fonl you find first handshaking 
ith the scorer, but the most im- 
pressive action is when Lhe scorer 
mos (to shake the hand of the 
man Who presented him with the 
siit-edged opportunity. We waste 
wo much enthusiasm and present 
io tnany congratulations on the 

kers, and forget all too

LINE. 


Wise Words to Forwards. 


By Horace Barnes, Manchester 
Oity Toternational, 


One of the main factors of the 
iside position is to keep that 
itiou—not go roaming about 
ll over the field. 
1 find by experience that the 
ikide forwards’ lot is all work, 
haul is, if he is going to play the 
€ properly, tor when he is not 
llicking he is back giving the 
Mence a hand. 
Also, everything ' depends on 
if inside men as to whether the 
hire forward is a success or not, 
T, if he is well looked after in 
if matter of passes, and is a 
boll man al his position, success 
si come sooner or later. 


Apart from this, he is your 
leader, and it is up to him to keep 
the line moving—an impossible 
lask without the adequate sup- 
port of the Inside men, 

Passing. 

One great thing to remember is 
to look after your wing men. 
Don't ask them to do the impos- 
sible by placing the ball too far 
ahead of them; give them a rea- 
sonable chance of securing the

ball, and, as 4 rule, you can rely 
on them to do their share of the 
work, 

Then it is up to you to keep in 
position, otherwise his subsequent 
centre might be wasted, 

One point that the average 
player may not pay any attention 
to is the position for a “throw 
in.’ I find that it is always policy 
to mark your opposing inside 
man, as this gives the defence 
more freedom, 

Solo Hiforts. 

Solo runs are very profitable 
occasionally, but it is not wise to 
make this a regular practice, for 
it destroys to a certain extent the 
confidence which your comrades 
haye in you, and furthermore, if 
vour effort is a failure, then you 
call down trouble on your own 
head by your apparent selfishness. 


No team will meet with any 
enecess which is composed of in- 
dividualists, for success depends 
on you all working together—the 
niost essential factor In football 
—and you will always find that it 
is the teams who combine that 
win through in the long run. 


How to Kick. 

A common fault with young 
players is kicking with the toe in- 
stead of the instep. 

Often after a match you will 
heur post-mortems being held on 
shots that might have scored, but 
for the fact they were just a bit 
too high. 

The reason for this is not too 
hard to find—tor, as [ have said, 
the fault Hes in the kicking. The 
use of the instep as a propellant 
means that you will do away with 
ballooning the ball, and, remem- 
ber this, that it is not always the 
force with which you kick the 
ball that scores he goal, for direc- 
tion Is nine-tenths of the suecess 
ol your shots, 

A decided weakness with some 
inside men is the inability to kielk 
equally well with both feet—a 
weakness not apparent until with- 
in the yieinity of the goal mouth, 

Often during the course of a 
fame you get the chance to score, 
and, to the dismay of the specta- 
tors, your shot is feeble or lacks 
direction through this fault alone. 

For this there is only one re- 
medy; persevere with your kick- 
ing with both feet. 

A Parting Hint. 

In the matter of passing, differ- 
ent teams have different ideas, but 
I would advocate the short-pags- 
ing game under normal condi- 
tions; hut when the ground is like 
a quagmire, then adopt the long 
passing game. 

In conclusion, I will say just 
a little about heading the ball. 
hheading is an art in itself, and 
one which in my opinion is not 
developed in junior football. 

You will find that your head 
will be far more useful to you 
than your feet on many occasions, 
especially in front of goal, when 
centres or corner kicks are com- 
ing over, 

As a parting hint: Keep your 
position. 

Shoot hard and often, and suc- 
coss will crown your efforts even- 
tually.
